The rejection of to 
claims 1 and 4-11 has been withdrawn.

4. Re claims 23-33: Claims 23-33 have been canceled without prejudice and/or traverse. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1 and 4-1 1 are allowed. 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Tanaka teaches a non-contact card system having an IC card communicating with a reader/writer 
magnetically, wherein the IC card having a loop coil that converts the magnetic field radiated fi-om the 
reader/writer and wherein the reader/writer having a modem that boosts the detected signal with a high 
gain amplifier. 
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Watanabe [JP 10-107708, newly cited by the examiner] teaches an IC card having a first coil 
capable of wireless-communicating with an external apparatus, such as a reader/writer, by utilizing an 
electromagnetic induction and wherein the reader/writer having a signal-boosting element for receiving 
the data from the IC card. 

One of ordinary skill in the art would not have been motivated to modify the teaching of Tanaka 
and Watanabe, alone or in combination with other reference, in order to provide the claimed non-contact 
information medium having a booster coil that utilizes an electromagnetic induction and another coil that 
is integral with IC element of the non-contact information medium for communicating with an external 
apparatus through the booster coil, as set forth in the claim.
